Mr. Dockery pointed out 
th a t the annual clerks would cost 3355,- 
000 before the next congress actually 
assembled. 
The intensity of feeling aroused by 
th e struggle brought out many humor­ 
ous incidents. Mr. Dockery finally cut 
off the lively debate by moving the pre­ 
vious question, which w as ordered. A 
yea and nay vote w as then taken on the 
am endm ent for the annual clerks, and 
It w as defeated—yeas 98, nays 142. Most 
of the republicans voted for the clerks 
and the dem ocrats against.

Mr. Vest, from the finance committee, 
reported a Joint resolution extending 
the tim e for collecting the income tax 
and asked for its Immediate considers 
tion, but objection was made and the 
resolution went over. 
Mr. Petter called up his resolution re­ 
quiring the Judiciary committee to re­ 
port his resolution inquiring into the 
legality of the recent bond issues. The 
resolution went to the calendar. 
Mr. Blackburn moved to take up the 
postoffice appropriation bill, and Mr.' 
Allen took the floor, but yielded to Mr. 
Stew art to discuss the last message of 
the President on the currency question 
Mr. Stew art declared the adm inistra­ 
tion had refused to carry out the laws, 
and congress should face the question 
squarely and determ ine w hether offi­ 
cials should obey the laws. 
He closed 
with the w arning th a t if present condi­ 
tions continued the end would be revo­ 
lution. 
A joint resolution to enlarge the Red 
Cliff Indian reservation in Wisconsin 
w as passed, after which Mr. Allen re­ 
sum ed his speech on the alleged elec­ 
tion frauds in Alabama. Senators Mor­ 
gan and Pugh protested against the 
charges of the senator. Discussion of 
the postoffice appropriation

then resumed. 
Mr. Chandler opposed 
taking aw ay the lim it fixed by law upon 
the am ount th at can be paid railroad 
companies and allowing the postm aster 
general to do as he pleased.

tion w as limited to a certain figure. 
E arlier in the afternoon Mr. Palm er 
obtained unanim ous consent to con 
sider pension bills a t 5 o'clock, and this 
hous having arrived th a t order was

passed. A fter an executive session the 
senate adjourned. 


Free Coinage Matters. 
W ashington, 
Feb. 
13.—Republican 
senators generally are not disposed at 
this time to attem pt to prevent the 
passage of the unrestricted coinage bill 
reported from the finance committee 
yesterday. "If the dem ocrats w ant to 
take the responsibility for passing such 
a bill as th a t reported," said Senator 
P latt, "I am willing they should." The 
democratic leaders have not yet de­ 
cided whether they will press the bill 
this session. 
The m easure reported is for the un­ 
restricted coinage of silver on the ba­ 
sis of the provisions of the ninth sec­ 
tion of the financial bill introduced by 
Senator Jones of Arkansas. 
The republican members offered no 
substitute and put no obstructions in 
the way of securing a vote. It was also 
agreed to hold a special meeting next 
Friday for the consideration of the bill 
removing the differential duty of one- 
tenth of a cent cm sugar imported from 
bounty-paying countries.

Proposed Regulations for the Caro 
Reservations. 
W ashington. Feb. 13.—To the western 
people one of the most interesting prob­ 
lems they have been called upon to 
consider is the m anagem ent of the for­ 
est reservations created during tho 
past years by presidential proclama- 
lands not strictly tim ber lands, and tim 
protection of the forests on the reser­ 
vations. The problem has been also a 
puzzle to Secretary Smith of the Inte­ 
rior departm ent, who has no authority 
to employ men to look after the forest 
reserves, and yet, as they were created 
through his departm ent and are public 
lands, they are still under his jurisdic­ 
tion. They are subject to his control 
with nothing to control them with. A 
bill prepared in the land office was sent 
to congress by the secretary but it did 
not meet the approval of the western 
men. A fter being amended in many 
particulars and made to conform to the 
wishes of the western members it 
passed the house and was sent to the 
committee on forest reservations in the 
senate. Senator Teller, a member of the 
committee, has recently reported the 
bill to the senate but it is not the meas­ 
ure which passed the house and bears 
only the name of th at bill. Senator Tel­ 
ler strikes out the entire bill and reports 
one which he thinks will meet the w ants 
of the people and care for the 17,000,000 
acres of tim ber land now set apart in 
forest reservations In different states 
and territories. 
Mr. Teller’s substitute provides that 
no forest reservations shall be estab­ 
lished except to improve and protect 
the forest within the reservation or for 
Mexican bandits.

There will be a strong opposition in the 
house to the expenditure of a half mil 
lion upon the survey and the prelimin­ 
ary work, both on the general principle 
of objection to government aid to enter­ 
prises of this character and because of 
the depleted condition of the treasury. 
Chairm an McCreary of the committee 
on foreign affairs stated plainly his ob­ 
jections to the cable project in a recent 
speech, and the keynote to the demo­ 
cratic policy on Hawaiian m atters has 
alw ays been uttered by the chairm an 
of the committee.

A bill was in­ 
troduced in the assembly which pro­ 
vides for the better protection of life 
and property against for ast fires. 
It 
provides for the appointm ent by the 
governor of a state forest warden for a 
term of six years. All town supervisors 
and pathm asters are constituted fire 
wardens. In the senate a resolution was 
offered by Mr. Austin directing the a t­ 
torney-general to satisfy the judg­ 
m ents afainst ex-Treasurer McFetridge 
a t 3 per cent.

Hon of w ater flow and to insure a con 
tinuous supply of tim ber for the people 
of the states wherein such forest res­ 
ervations are located, but it is not the 
purpose of this act to authorize the in­ 
clusion within the reservation of lands 
more valuable for the mineral thereon 
or for agricultural purposes than for 
timber. 
The secretary of the interior is au­ 
thorized to make regulations for the 
protection of the forests from fires and 
depredations and their occupancy and 
use under such rules as will insure the 
objects for which they were created. 
He is empowered to sell dead and m a­ 
tured trees but particular care m ust be 
used In making such sales, the money 
to be used as a special fund for the 
care and m anagement of the reserva­ 
tions. The secretary is authorized to 
allow the use of tim ber and stone on 
the reservations free of charge to bona 
fide settlers, miners, residents and pros­ 
pectors for minerals, for firewood, for 
fencing, building, mining or prospect­ 
ing purposes. Settlers are also allowed 
to pasture their cattle on the reserva­ 
tions if they live within the boundaries 
and the building of roads when neces­ 
sary Is not prohibited. 
The secretary Is also authorized to 
sell tim ber from lands not within the 
reservation and unfit for cultivation and 
which may be cut without injury to the 
public interest and use the proceeds for 
forest reservation protection. 


Mother Would Sacrifice One Son To Save 
the Other. 
Minneapolis, Minn., Feb. 13.—Nearly 
the entire day was* taken up yesterday 
In cross-examination of Adry 
H ay­ 
ward, the state’s witness. 
Mr. Erwin 
succeeded beyond a doubt in establish­ 
ing th at Adry H ayw ard’s fight against 
his orbther’s influence has been one of 
long standing. 
The defense clings to 
th* idea th at Adry Hayw ard is insane; 
th at he has evolved from the workings 
of a diseased im agination these stories 
of his brother’s crim inal plotting. Ques­ 
tions were asked him as to the im pres­ 
sions on his mind a t various times, that 
people wrere plotting to kill him, that 
men were w elting on the tops o^ build­ 
ings to drop stones on his head, that 
there was a family plot to accomplish 
his death, and so .on; but to the greater* 
portion of this harangue a most em­ 
phatic denial w'as entered by the w it­ 
ness, and he evinced an ability to ex­ 
plain the reasons for all such rem arks 
as he may have made. 
All this questioning came from Mrs. 
H ayw ard’s prom pting of Erwin, and, 
this being recognized by the young man 
on the stand, his answers came sharp 
and spitefully as pistol shots. This will 
doubtless be used by the defense as 
evidence of insanity. 
Erwin intends not only to prove Adry 
Is insane, but from the m anner of his 
questioning that it was he in whose 
company Blixt made his m urderous trip 
on the Excelsior road. The fact th at 
Dr. Thaddeus Hayward, as well as oth­ 
er members of the family, will be w it­ 
nesses against Adry was brought out 
also In the course of the exam ination. 
Adry was asked w hether he had not 
told the doctor of certain morbid fears 
of his, and the line of procedure indi­ 
cated th at the entire family, aside from 
the elder brother, would be arrayed 
against him when the defense came to 
rest on its case. 
By every possible method that the In­ 
genuity of a criminal counsel could con­ 
ceive Erwin attem pted to break down 
the story of this witness and to provoke 
him to outbursts of temper. It is held 
by some who witnessed the scene since 
its beginning that the young man ex­ 
hibited feeling enough in the testimony 
against his brother to establish doubt 
of his entire sanity in the minds of ex­ 
perts. T hat the man 
is his brother 
counts for nothing against the fact that 
H arry Hayw ard had threatened his life 
and in the belief of the witness would 
have taken It unhesitatingly had the 
provocation occurred at the time w’hen 
opportunity presented. It Is apparent 
th at Adry Hayw ard is testifying in self 
defense. 
Up to yesterday morning none of the 
charges against Adry which came out 
in the latter portion of the exam ina­ 
tion were made public property. 
No 
later than Monday at midday the 
m other of this young man caressed him 
and spoke lovingly to him in open court. 
She shivered as though ague stricken 
yesterday when the questions she In­ 
spired were put. Doubtless they cut her 
as keenly as they did the elder son and 
the reproachful look in his face as he 
recognized the source of such questions 
went deep into the mother’s heart—but 
it was necessary. There is a chance 
that H arry may be saved by the sacri­ 
fice of Adry’s character by holding him 
up to the world as a maniac, a m urder­ 
er and his brother’s accuser. 
Erwin tried to establish by the w it­ 
ness th at he had been promised immu­ 
nity by the state if he would go on the 
witness stand against his brother, that 
he had never been a prisoner and that 
he had been confined voluntarily, fear­ 
ful lf he mingled with the world this* 
story of his would be shattered—that 
his own connection with the murder 
W’ould become apparent. 
Adry Hayward will be able to prove 
an alibi to the charges of m urder to be 
preferred against him in the ease of

Judge Grosscup and'counsel for the gov­ 
ernm ent were convinced all along th a t 
there was no way out of the dim culty 
save the discharge of the jury and ai 
new trial. The case will be called agaha 
next May. 
T he outcome was particularly unfor­ 
tu n ate for President Debs and his a s ­ 
sociates, as a dram atic scene following 
the announcement of the decision of tb s 
court fully dem onstrated. 
An acquit­ 
tal a t the hands of the jury 
surely 
would have followed had not Mr. Coe's 
illness intervened to defeat the trial. 
This was made apparent when the jury 
was discharged. Each of them hurried 
forward to shake the hand of Judge 
Grosscup and then broke in a m ass for 
the defendants and their counsel. F u r 
half an hour Eugene V. Debs held an 
improvised levee with the jurors.

Disheartened Foreigner Shoots His Life

her knees. 
The latter was suddenly 
startled by a pistol shot. T urning she 
saw her husband a t the door with 
blood stream ing from a wound in his 
head.

WILL COST $15,000 


T H E OLD 
“VICTOR FACTORY” 
TOTALLY DESTROYED. 


W atchman Discovered the 
Blaze at 
One O’clock, and Opening the W his­ 
tle Valve, Tied It Down—Mourn­ 
ful Sound Awakened the Firemen. 
Fire Beyond the W ater Mains. 


The main build in g of the Janesville 
Chair Company plant, together with 
th e boiler house and a num ber of 
sm all building adjoining on the east 
w ere totally destroyed by fire early 
th a morning and the loss will be 
•15,000 half covered by insurance all 
of which was w ritten by Metcalf A 
Carter. 
The building was located be­ 
yond the reach of the w ater mains 
and the firemen could do nothing but 
w atch it burn. 
W atchman Alfred J. Fuller discov­ 
ered the blaze a t about I o’clock. 
He 
gave the alarm by pulling the steam 
w histle valve open and tieing it down. 
T his kept up a sorrowful dirge-like 
sound during the progress of the firethe 
w ail increasing and dying again as the 
head of steam varied. 
The firemen 
s t the West side station were aw ak­ 
ened a t the unusual sound and a few 
m inutes later a telephone message was 
received th a t the factory was oq fire 
Knowing th a t there was no w ater 
w ithin reach, the chief engineer di­ 
rected the firemen to rem ain in their 
houses a hile he w ent out to watch 
developments. 
Before he had tim e to 
hitch up an alarm was sent in from 
box 121, a t the corner of Chatham 
street and Highland avenue. This was 
responded to by the departm ent. 
On 
reaching Highland avenue the hose 
and hook and ladder company were 
ordered back and the fire patrol went 
on. 
Chemical Engine WM Needed. 
The fire appeared to have origina­ 
ted in the upper story, a t the north 
end and east side, and even a t the 
tim e when the chief engineer and the 
fire patrol arrived it could have been 
extinguished with a chemical engine, 
as it burned very slowly and made 
b u t slight progress through the build­ 
ing. 
However, there was nothing to 
be done except to remove w hat loose 
m aterial could be reached, aud then 
stand by and w atch the destruction of 
th e building. 
O At one tim e it was thought the 
larpe tw o story warehouse, one hum 
fired feet west of the factory building 
would be destroyed, and the fifteen or 
tw enty men who had braved the cold 
and ventured out to the fire, w ent to 
w ork w ith a will to remove the chairs 
and desks which were stored therein. 
I t was soon dem onstrated, however, 
th a t the warehouse would not burn, 
and the removal of contents ceased. 
A t one time the warehouse caught a t 
th e northeast corner, but this was 
soon extinguished by the fire patrol 
extinguishers 
The residence of Al 
fred J. Fuller, the 
watchman of the 
factory, wkic is located opposite the 
m ain factory on the south, narrowly 
escaped destruction but was protected 
by the firemen. 
By 3 o’clock the en­ 
tire main building was in ashes. 
Lost May Beach 915,000. 
The loss will am ount to $12,000 or 
•15,000 and is partly covered by insur­ 
ance. 
The building was a three story 
fram e structure and was owned by 
D r. Henry Palmer. 
D. P. Smith is 
th e 
m anager 
of 
factory 
and J amos 
th e 
superintendent, 
erected two years ago and given to 
John W. Hamilton as a bonus for es­ 
tablishing the Victor factory. 
When 
th e Hamilton soap-bubble exploded, 
Dr. Henry Palmer purchased the prop­ 
erty a t an execution sale for 15,000. he 
holding a m ortgage on the same. The 
ch air factory, of which D. P. Smith is 
m anager, was doing a good business, 
m anufacturing chairs and Clark’s pat­ 
e n t revolving hook case and dictionary 
holder. 
The building was located 
outside the city lim its, in the town of 
Janesville. 
T he origin of the fire is unknown. 
‘W atchman Fuller passed through the 
building a few minutes before the fire 
w as discovered, aud everything ap­ 
peared all right.

The birthday anniversary of Lii- 
coln, which occurred yesterday, Feb­ 
ruary 12,recalls the visit of the “ Great 
Emancipator’’ to Janesville before he 
dreamed of being president of the 
United States. 
It was soon after the memorable 
senatorial canvass In Illinois between 
Lincoln and Douglas, that Mr. Lin­ 
coln visited Beloit to deliver an ad* 
dress before one of the college aocie 
ties. Hon. A. A. Jackson, who chanced 
to be in the Line City at the time, 
listened to the address, end being so 
deeply im pre. Bed with Mr. Lincoln’s 
speech, persuaded him to come to 
Janesville and deliver a political ad­ 
dress. 
The two drove overland to 
Janesville, and hand bills were hur­ 
riedly distributed, announcing that 
“ Hon. Abram Lincoln of Illinois would 
speak in Young 
America ball at 
7:30 
o’clock 
in 
the 
evening. 
The audience which gathered 
was 
small, bat all who were fortunate to 
hear him were profoundly impressed 
with his utterances. 
Mr. Lincoln re­ 
mained in Janesville over night, and 
while here made many new acquaint­ 
ances 
The late James M. Burgess 
was among the number. 
After Mr. 
Lincoln had been elected president, 
and when arranging to make the .trip 
te Washington he invited Mr. Burgess 
to come to Springfield and accompany 
him to the national capital. 
Mr. Bur­ 
gess accepted the invitation. 
B arges* Posed as President. 
It will be remembered that the trip 
of 
President-elect 
Lincoln, 
from 
Springfield to Washington 
was 
a 
memorial one. 
Before reaching Balti­ 
more Mr. Lincoln was apprised of an 
attempt to assasinate him in Balti­ 
more, and it was determined that he 
should make the trip through that city 
secretly. 
He left the party by special 
train somewhere in Pennsylvania, and 
wearing a Scotch plaid cloak was har­ 
ried through Baltimore early in the 
morning.

Correspondent Rem em ber* It. 
A correspondent wrote the following 
letter to the Milwaukee Sunday tele­ 
graph Saturday.

“ The only time I ever saw Mr. Lin­ 
coln was when be was in Janesville 
about October I, 1859. He had spoken 
the day before at the state fair in Mil 
Waukee.

He spoke in the old court 
room in the Myer's block on the then 
great question of popular sovereignty 
which he had discussed with Dong I is 
the year before.

listener was dry but to those who fol 
lowed his reasoning it became inter­ 
esting. 
“ At the close he shook hands with 
many and laughingly told about his 
march through Janesville to Fort At 
kinson as a soldier in the Black Hawk 
war and now he camped one night in 
Black Hawk Grove, now a part of 
Janesville. 
He attended the Con­ 
gregational church 
the 
next day 
and was a devout listener to the ser­ 
mon. 
The fact of his bronze complex­ 
ion, with the absence of any muscle 
in his face—the skin being tight upon 
bit cheek bones, made him appear, at 
a little distance, to be the moat home­ 
ly man who had been in Janesville up 
to that time, except one, and Lincoln 
took th at man with him on his trip to 
Washington and soon after made him 
post-master of Janesville.”
